Briefly stated, i: has been discov­ 
ered that our nerves, or at least the 
inner cores *»f them, consist of w hat is 
called a colloidal solution that is to 
say, of matter resembling gelatin held 
in solution In water before It has jel­ 
lied or assumed the state of a stiffened 
elastic ikmnn. aud these colloidal parti­ 
cle* bi the nerves carry charges of po* 
Itlve electricity. 
Whenever the nerve particles pass 
from the colloidal condition Into the 
state of gelatin, or. in other words, 
become Jellied, the nerve experiences 
a stimulation or becomes active 
Now, 
this passage of the nerves from the 
dissolved to the Jellied state is pro­ 
duced by the action of atoms or iou* 
Iron ring charges of negative electricity. 
Whenever such charges are introduced 
bito the nerves the latter are stimulat­ 
ed and contract. 
This fact at once explains the action 
of certain chemical substances when 
introduced int** the human body, some 
of which i**nd to quiet the nerves and 
others to excite them. The mn*vc quiet­ 
ing ions are Ilion** that hear charges 
of positive electricity, such as the at

But without regard to any such pos­ 
sible or ©lily to t*c hoped for results 
the new discovery throws a flood of 
light on many hitherto obscure prob­ 
lems It offers a clear explanation, for 
Instance, of the eff«*et of a meat bet Ic* 
upon the laxly. Any thing that tends to 
keep the nerve particles lit a state of 
solution quiets the nerves. 
Now, the 
nerve particles are largely composed 
of fat, ami it it well known that all 
atm st bet ic* dissolve fat; hence when 
aureal bet ic* are Introduced Into the 
system they prod UCO the effect of posi­ 
tively electrified tons iii preventing the 
nerve particle* from coalescing, aud 
thus they quiet the nrvw*. 
In a similar manner the a d io n of 
whisky in arresting the progress of

Th** most graphic and dramatic ac­ 
count of the terrible scene* o f the re­ 
cent disaster lo the Park avenue tun 
nel of the New York Central railway, 
when the rear car of a South Norwalk 
train was run into by a White Plains 
train, wa* given by Acting Battalion 
Chief Thomas F. Free I of book and 
ladder .No. 2 and Lieutenant William 
Clarke of the sane* company, Kays the 
New York World. 
Both have records 
for bravery In the fire department. 
Free} and Clarke were the first two 
rescuers to get into the car jammed 
with maimed, dead and dying. 
Acting 
as spokesman. Free! described some of 
the scenes of th** wreck as follows: 
“The first unfortunate we found was 
Peter a . Murphy, and he has got more 
real courage and nerve than any man 
I ever saw. 
Both of hts legs and arms 
were broken, be seem* d to be hurt in­ 
ternally, and bl'Nwl was streaming from 
a dozen cuts. 
ll*- was pinioned hang­ 
ing half out of on** **f the windows. 
His mangled legs were held in a wedge 
of tons of stuff, his arms were power­ 
less. and he couldn’t move. 
He wa-* 
the first man t bnt I saw*, and be was 
the last sufferer removed from the 
wreck. 
Hut lit all that lim** in* never 
made a whimper and was calm and 
considerate of others from first to last. 
“ We chopped our way to him, and as 
soon as we found that we couldn't get 
hint out for some tim** we fastened a 
rope under his armpits ami hoisted bim 
up into an easier position. 
“All that he said to us was. ‘I would 
like you to take me out as soon as you 
can, as the pain Is very great.’ 
“ A surgeon from Roosevelt hospital 
earn** along and gave Murphy a hypo 
dermic injection of morphine. Later we 
found a cushion ami placed It under 
his back. 
He was very grateful for 
this and said calmly: ‘Thank you, gen 
Hemen. 
T hat makes tm* much easier.' 
Others not one-fifth as badly hurt as In* 
was yelled and screamed, but he novel 
lost his nerve for an instant. 
“There was a lot of heroism display­ 
ed on that car. 
We found a young 
man pinioned under a mass of stuff on 
the floor. 
Ile was badly hurt. Neat 
him was lying a young woman also sc 
verely injured. The woman xvas lying 
In the path of the stream of steam, ami 
th** young man xvas reaching over with 
a newspaper fanning the steum away 
from the w om an’s face. 
“The fire chaplains. Father Smith 
and Mr. Wakely, worked in the car, 
helping the victims as fast as they 
were reached 
One girl, .Miss Daisy 
Scott, was found lying across tho laxly 
of a dead man. Both of her legs were 
broken. On either side of her was the 
body of a dead man. 
“She was suffering terribly, hut con­ 
trolled herself splendidly. 
She was 
calm all the time, ami when at last we 
were able to move her she said to me, 
‘Be very careful to keep my feet cov­ 
ered up.’ Chaplain Smith helped to lift 
her out and gave ber some brandy.”
